Within Short Time.

the End of This Government. 


W ashington, Feb. 14.-—Jam es J. H ill 
told 
the Stanley steel 
investigating 
committee that if the federal govern­ 
ment ever attempted to control busi­ 
ness to the extent of fixing prices it 
would be the beginning of the end of 
this government. 
He declared that 
corporate combi nations, properly regu­ 
lated 
within certain defined 
lim ita­ 
tions, menaced neither the welfare of 
the people nor the integrity of the 
government. 
Mr. H ill took issue with the recom­ 
mendations of E . H, Clary, Andrew 
Carnegie, George W . Perkins and oth­ 
ers prominent in the financial world 
that laws should be passed providing 
for governmental supervision over in ­ 
terstate corporation* to the extent of 
fixing either maximum or minimum 
prices. 
He insisted that with the possible 
exception of (he Standard Oil company 
“ no overgrown corporation” in this 
country had ever been successful. 
He 
added that the principle of competi­ 
tion in business would prevail as long 
a* the law of the “ survival of the fit­ 
test” operated and he predicted that 
that law in all probability would con­ 
tinue as an active force forever. 
Mr. H ill did not dwell at length on 
his 
views 
lative 
to governmental 
control of corporations. 
He made a 
few observations on the subject at the 
conclusion of a five-hour hearing be­ 
fore the Stanley committee which had 
summoned him to testify relative to 
the alleged affiliation of interests be­ 
tween the H ills and the United States 
Steel corporation.

to quit the stand when Representative 
Beall of Texas, a Democrat, asked this 
question:

Calls Progressives Reactionaries. 


The secretary of the treasury under­ 
took to define “ what is progress!ve,”
